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REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1904. 


To  the  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Mayor  and  Gentlemen, 

In  compiling  the  statistics  relating  to  the 
health  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Borough  during  the 
twelve  months  ended  December  31st,  1904,  the  cal¬ 
culations  have  been  based  on  the  assumption  that  the 
rate  of  increase  of  the  population  during  this  period 
has  been  in  the  same  ratio  as  during  the  inter-censal 
period,  1891-1901.  The  estimated  population  at  the 
middle  of  the  year  would  accordingly  be  34,052. 

From  out  of  this  population  there  were  registered  : —

Births. — The  Birth  rate  for  the  past  year  is  24*69  ; 
that  for  England  and  Wales  during  the  same  period 
being  27.9.  It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  this  birth 

rate  is  the  highest  we  have  had  in  Maidstone  for  the 

* — ' 

past  seven  years,  but  notwithstanding  this  the  rate  is 
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still  very  much  lower  than  it  was ;  for  instance  in 
1884  it  was  33*o  per  thousand  of  the  population. 

Of  the  Births,  422  were  males  and  419  females, 
giving  an  excess  of  but  three  boys  over  girls.  In¬ 
cluded  in  this  number  are  50  births  of  illegitimate 
children,  so  that  4*5^  of  the  births  in  Maidstone  are 
illegitimate,  as  compared  with  5^  during  the  year  1903. 

Deaths. — The  iVnnual  Death  Rate  of  people  be¬ 
longing  to  the  Borough  during  the  year  was  14*41 
per  thousand.  This  is  satisfactory,  and  is  1*8  lower 
than  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales,  which  was 
1 6*2.  The  average  for  Maidstone  during  the  ten  years 
ended  1903  was  15*8. 

In  Table  I.  of  the  Appendix  to  this  Report,  details 
of  the  Births  and  Deaths  of  the  past  year  are  given, 
together  with  the  details  and  averages  for  the  previous 
ten  years. 

In  Table  III.  the  491  deaths  are  classified  in  their 
various  age  periods,  and  also  under  their  respective 
causes  of  death. 

The  rate  of  Infantile  Mortality,  that  is  to  say  the 
number  of  children  who  died  under  one  year  of  age 
was  108  per  1,000  births.  The  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  was  146  and  for  Maidstone  during  the  ten 
years  130.  The  highest  quarter  was  the  third,  when 
the  rate  was  165  per  1,000  births,  but  this  is  accounted 
for  by  the  deaths  from  Summer  Diarrhoea,  due  to  the 
sudden  burst  of  hot  weather  in  August.  The  rate  of 
Infantile  Mortality  may  be  taken  as  one  of  the  most 
valuable  and  reliable  indications  of  the  general 
sanitary  condition  of  a  district,  and  it  is  satisfactory 
to  note  that  our  rate  is  so  low.

Phthisis  (Consumption)  and  other  tubercular  dis¬ 
eases  account  for  68  deaths,  giving  a  rate  of  1*99. 
This  is  higher  than  last  year,  (1*33)  and  is  the 
highest  I  have  recorded. 
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Epidemic  Influenza  has  all  but  disappeared  in  the 
death  returns,  there  being  but  two  fatal  cases. 

Whooping  Cough  was  not  prevalent  to  any  extent 
during  the  year,  five  deaths  only  being  reported  as 
due  to  this  cause. 

MEASLES  attacked  the  Scholars  attending  the  Wil- 
lington  School  in  the  early  part  of  August,  and  it  was 
thought  advisable  to  close  these  Schools  from  August 
9th  until  the  end  of  the  Summer  Term.  Doubtless 
the  outbreak  occurring  during  the  warm  weather 
explains  the  low  Mortality  with  which  it  was  attended 
since  deaths  due  primarily  to  Measles  are  usually  the 
result  of  some  disease  of  the  respiratory  organs.  The 
number  of  deaths  this  year  was  three  only,  which  is 
a  very  low  number ;  last  year  this  malady  was 
responsible  for  1 1  fatal  cases. 

DiARRHCEA. — The  deaths  from  this  malady  numbered 
30 ;  25  of  these  were  in  infants  of  a  few  months  old, 
and  all  were  under  12  months.  22  of  these  deaths 
occurred  during  the  heat  of  August,  and  in  consequence 
of  the  prevalence  of  the  malady  I  made  enquiries  as 
to  the  kind  of  food  given  and  the  manner  of  feeding 
in  these  cases,  and  found  that  practically  all  the  fatal 
cases  occurred  in  “bottle-fed”  children.  The  Milk 
Shops  in  the  town  were  visited  by  myself  in  conjunction 
with  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  the  importance  of 
carrying  out  the  provisions  of  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds 
and  Milkshops  Order  of  1885  insisted  upon. 

I  am  however  convinced  that  the  cause  of  the 
prevalence  of  Diarrhoea  in  Infants  exists  in  the  homes 
of  the  sufferers,  the  parents  failing  to  recognize  the 
importance  of  absolute  cleanliness  in  the  bottle  and 


fittings,  as  well  as  in  all  receptacles  in  which  milk  is 
placed,  especially  during  the  extreme  heat  of  July  and 
August.

The  Borough  was  entirely  free  from  Scarlet  Fever 
from  the  end  of  January  until  the  beginning  of  April, 
and  then  sporadic  cases  occurred  until  the  end  of  the 
year.  An  outbreak  occurred  during  September  in  the 
Children’s  Ward  of  the  West  Kent  General  Hospital 
affecting  three  cases,  the  malady  being  introduced  in 
all  probability  by  a  visitor.  The  cases  were  as  early 
as  possible  removed  for  treatment  to  the  Borough 
Sanatorium,  the  ward  disinfected,  and  fortunately  no 
further  extension  took  place  although  the  malady  was 
again  introduced  in  October,  this  time  a  little  patient 
being  stricken  with  the  disease  four  days  after 
admission.  No  extension  from  this  second  introduction 
took  place. 

Of  the  32  cases  notified,  two  deaths  occurred,  giving 
a  case  Mortality  of  6%. 
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It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  all  the  cases  with  the 
exception  of  three  were  removed  for  treatment  in  the 
Sanatorium.

The  number  of  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  notified  as 
occurring  within  the  Borough  is  this  year  the  lowest 
recorded  since  the  Notification  Act  has  been  in  force, 
being  only  five.  One  of  these  occurred  in  a  woman 
who  was  in  the  habit  of  driving  into  the  surrounding 
villages,  and  not  unfrequently  having  food  while  so  out, 
doubtless  on  one  of  these  excursions  the  malady  was 
contracted ;  the  second  case  occurred  in  a  relative  who 
was  living  in  the  same  house,  and  although  not  actually 
nursing  her,  yet  was  doubtless  brought  in  contact  with 
the  specific  poison  from  this  case. 

The  third  case  was  probably  connected  with  the 
eating  of  shell  fish ;  the  fourth  occurred  in  a  man  who 
was  engaged  in  well  digging  near  the  River,  the  fifth 
was  of  very  doubtful  character.  This  record  of  Typhoid 
Fever  is  most  satisfactory,  not  only  from  the  small 
number  of  cases  notified  during  the  year,  but  also  from 
the  fact  that  not  one  could  be  traced  to  the  Public  or 
Private  Water  Supply  in  Maidstone,

Diphtheria. — 39  notifications  were  received  during 
the  year,  31  being  primary  cases.  16  occurred  in 
West  Maidstone,  the  remaining  23  in  East  Maidstone. 

The  malady  although  somewhat  more  prevalent 
than  in  the  previous  year  when  only  16  cases  were 
reported  was  of  a  milder  type,  the  case  mortality 
being  12 '87,  whereas  in  1903  it  was  187^. 

We  were  successful  in  removing  all  the  cases  for 
treatment  to  the  Sanatorium,  excepting  three,  one 
case  being  notified  to  me  only  one  hour  before  death, 
and  the  patient  then  being  too  ill  for  removal.  Five 
of  the  cases  reported  and  treated  at  the  Sanatorium 
were  imported  cases  from  the  surrounding  villages, 
who,  not  being  aware  of  the  nature  of  their  illness, 
sought  treatment  amongst  the  out-patients  of  the  West 
Kent  General  Hospital. 

The  question  has  more  than  once  arisen  as  to  the 
duty  of  the  Sanitary  Authority  in  such  cases,  where  the 
sufferers  live  outside  the  area  of  Maidstone,  but  I  would 
remark  that  the  responsibility  of  providing  for  the 
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isolation  and  care  of  infectious  cases  rests  on  the 
Authority  in  whose  district  the  cases  are  first 
recognized  as  such.

The  Borough  has  been  free  from  Small  Pox  through¬ 
out  the  year.  Although  on  several  occasions  I  have 
been  officially  informed  of  Small  Pox  contacts  being 
in  the  District,  these  after  having  been  re-vaccinated 
were  allowed  to  proceed  to  their  homes,  and  no  ex¬ 
tension  of  the  malady  ensued. 

Having  regard  to  the  fact  that  Vaccination  is  the 
great  preventive  of  Small  Pox  I  have  made  enquiries 
relative  to  the  state  of  Vaccination  amongst  the 
Infants  born  in  Maidstone,  and  thanks  to  the  courtesy 
of  Mr.  Poste,  the  Vaccination  Officer,  I  have  been 
provided  with  the  table  as  below  from  which  it  will 
be  seen  that  during  the  last  3J  years  the  Acts  have 
been  administered  in  a  much  more  satisfactory 
manner  than  heretofore.  The  number  of  children 
born  in  1903  and  not  protected  from  the  liability  to 
contract  Small  Pox  being  12*1^,  whereas  in  1900  it 
was  as  high  as  53* 6%.

— This  malady  is  one  always  associated 
with  unsanitary  surroundings,  and  seeing  that  the 
above  table  shews  the  number  of  cases  notified  during 
the  year  to  be  only  eight,  whilst  the  annual  average 
for  the  previous  10  years  is  22,  we  have  satisfactory 
evidence  that  our  sanitary  efforts  have  been  rewarded 
with  considerable  success.

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The  two  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  occurred  in  the 
practice  of  the  same  Midwife,  and  there  can  be  but 
little  doubt  were  associated  with  each  other.  The 
Midwife  was  suspended  from  practice  and  did  not 
attend  any  further  cases  for  fully  three  months. 

TOTAL  NOTIFICATIONS. 

The  notifications  of  Infectious  Disease  received  from 
any  district  during  a  given  period  constitute  a  reliable 
index  of  the  amount  of  preventable  disease  present 
amongst  its  inhabitants,  and  therefore  from  a  Public 
Health  point  of  view  it  is  satisfactory  to  note,  as 
shewn  in  the  above  table,  that  during  the  past  year 
the  total  number  of  notifications  received  was  as  low 
as  88,  thus  comparing  very  favourably  indeed  with 
the  annual  average  for  the  previous  io  years,  which, 
after  excluding  the  notifications  of  Enteric  Fever  during 
the  epidemic  of  1897,  was  as  high  as  223,  or  135  more 
than  in  the  year  we  are  now  dealing  with.

THE  SANATORIUM. 

During  the  year  the  following  cases  have  been 
admitted  for  treatment,  viz.  : — 


Diphtheria  .  35 

Scarlet  Fever .  29 


Diphtheria. — Of  the  35  cases  admitted  to  the 
Sanatorium,  four  died,  equalling  a  case  mortality  of 
12*8^.  The  type  ot  the  disease  appears  to  have  been 
of  moderate  severity,  the  mortality  last  year  reaching 
as  high  as  187^. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Of  the  29  cases  admitted  for 
treatment  only  one  died  equaling  a  case  mortality  of 

3 '4 1- 

During  the  year  the  Electric  Light  has  been  installed 
in  both  the  North  and  South  Blocks,  as  well  as  in  the 
Administration  Block,  and  is  found  to  be  of  great 
service. 

The  much  needed  Bathroom  and  Indoor  Lavatory 
accommodation  have  been  added  to  the  Administration 
Block,  and  this  portion  has  also  been  redecorated 
throughout. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  the  old  prejudice  which 
at  one  time  was  so  frequently  shewn  by  parents  when 
removal  to  the  Sanatorium  was  suggested  as  affording 
the  best  means  for  the  treatment  of  infectious  patients 
is  now  fast  dying  out.  This  is  evidenced  by  the  fact 
that  out  of  the  71  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and 
Diphtheria  that  occurred  in  the  Borough  64  were 
treated  in  the  Sanatorium,  that  is  to  say  all  with  the 
exception  of  seven, 
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The  number  of  patients  treated  in  the  Sanatorium 
for  the  past  year  and  for  the  previous  ten  years  is  as 
follows  : —

GENERAL  SANITARY  CONDITION  AND 

PROGRESS.

Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  Order,  i  885 .  — 
Under  the  above  Order  frequent  inspections  have 
been  made,  especially  during  the  summer  months, 
when  it  is  most  important  that  absolute  cleanliness 
should  be  observed  in  the  handling  of  milk.  Maidstone 
in  common  with  most  towns  has  a  large  number 
of  Milk  Purveyors,  75  in  East  Maidstone,  and  21  in 
West,  many  of  these  are  very  small  retailers,  some 
disposing  of  a  gallon  or  less  a  day,  and  it  is  difficult 
to  impress  upon  this  class  the  necessity  of  keeping 
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the  milk  in  clean  and  cool  vessels,  but  every 
endeavour  was  made  to  inform  them  of  the  provisions 
of  the  Order. 

Bake-house  Regulation  Act.— The  bake-houses 
have  been  regularly  inspected  as  to  cleanliness,  white¬ 
washing,  &c.,  and  instructions  carried  out  by  the 
occupiers  without  resort  to  legal  proceedings. 

Canal  Boats  Acts. — These  Acts  have  been  duly 
complied  with,  and  no  infectious  disease  of  a  severe 
nature  has  this  year  been  introduced  into  the  Borough 
by  barges  coming  into  Maidstone. 

Factory  and  Workshops  Act,  1901.— I  have  on 
many  occasions  accompanied  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
when  carrying  out  the  duties  imposed  upon  the 
Sanitary  Authority  under  the  above  Act,  and  the 
results  of  this  action  are  set  forth  in  the  table  for¬ 
warded  to  The  Secretary  of  State,  a  copy  of  which 
appears  at  the  end  of  this  report. 


MID  WIVES’  ACT,  1902. 

The  Kent  County  Council  delegated  its  powers 
under  the  above  Act  to  the  Maidstone  Urban  District 
Council,  with  a  request  that  an  annual  report  of  the 
working  of  the  Act  up  to  March  31st,  should  be 
forwarded  to  them.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of 
the  District  was  duly  appointed  Supervising  Officer  of 
Midwives’  under  the  Act. 

The  Act  makes  provision  for  registration  of  all 
women  who  were  in  bond  fide  practice  as  a  midwife 
for  at  least  one  year  prior  to  July  31st,  1902,  and  are 
of  good  moral  character,  but  all  women  who  wish  to 
avail  themselves  of  this  privilege  must  do  so  before 
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March  31st,  1905.  In  carrying  out  the  duties  I  have 
personally  interviewed  some  29  women  who  were 
practising  as  Midwives  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act 
and  have  explained  to  them  its  provisions.  Each  one 
was  also  supplied  gratuitously  with  a  copy  of  the 
rules  as  prepared  by  the  Central  Midwives’  Board  and 
to  which  they  must  submit.  Many  of  these  27  women 
are  illiterate,  and  nine  were  above  60  years  of  age. 
Seven  only  have  had  any  hospital  training  and  of 
these  seven  only  four  hold  a  certificate  of  competence 
to  undertake  the  responsibilities  of  a  Midwife. 

The  number  of  names  now  on  the  Midwives’  Roll, 
and  who  live  in  Maidstone  is  17.  Nine  only  of  these 
have  sent  me  notice  of  their  intention  to  practice  in 
this  district  during  the  year  1905,  and  of  these  nine 
only  three  have  received  any  hospital  training.  I  have, 
however,  good  grounds  for  believing  that  at  least  12 
others  are  practising.  These  unregistered  women  have 
a  perfect  right  to  attend  women  in  labour  until  1910, 
but  they  must  not  hold  themselves  out  as  a  Midwife 
or  assume  the  title  or  style  thereof. 

I  have  enquired  into  the  practice  of  the  nine  who 
have  registered  and  sent  me  notice  of  their  intention 
to  practice.  I  have  also  inspected  their  case  books 
and  their  records  of  sending  for  medical  help.  The 
number  of  cases  attended  of  which  the  records  are 
kept  is  approximately  250. 

Up  to  the  present  neither  the  case  books  nor  the 
records  are  kept  according  to  the  rules,  this  unsatis¬ 
factory  state  of  affairs  having  arisen  partly  from 
ignorance  of  the  rules  and  partly  from  inability  to 
carry  out  the  instructions.  I  have  taken  every  oppor¬ 
tunity  both  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  Midwives  to 
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the  importance  of  observing  the  rules  and  to  impart 
instruction  in  filling*  up  the  records  correctly. 

I  have  also  inspected  the  bags  and  appliances,  and 
given  instructions  on  the  value  of  extreme  cleanliness, 
and  as  to  the  kind  of  disinfectant  to  be  used,  and 
the  method  of  using. 

The  Act  is  not  yet  in  full  working  order  in 
Maidstone,  but  I  have  no  hesitation  in  saying  that 
when  its  provisions  are  known  and  carried  out  they 
will  confer  a  great  boon  on  the  lying-in  woman  of 
the  poorer  classes,  not  only  in  reducing  the  cases  of 
Puerperal  Fever,  but  in  preventing  the  many  other 
diseases  that  may  be  contracted  during  the  lying-in 
period.  The  Act  will  also  be  of  service  indirectly  by 
bringing  into  the  homes  of  the  poor  a  trained  mid¬ 
wife  who,  it  is  hoped,  will  inculcate  habits  of  cleanli¬ 
ness,  and  also  supervise  and  give  instruction  to 
mothers  as  regards  the  proper  feeding  of  the  young 
infant,  and  so  help  to  still  further  reduce  the  rate  of 
Infantile  Mortality. 


WATER  REPORT. 

The  Borough  throughout  the  year  has  been  supplied 
with  water  derived  from  springs  situated  in  the  chalk 
at  Cossington  and  Boarley,  and  in  the  rag*-stone  at 
Ewell.  In  addition  to  the  above  sources  the  Borough 
was  from  June  to  the  end  of  the  year  supplied  with 
water  from  the  deep  well  sunk  in  the  Greensand  and 
situated  at  Forstal. 

The  Cossington  Supply. — I  have  from  time  to 
time  both  alone  and  in  conjunction  with  Mr.  Ware 
and  Professor  Sims  Woodhead  inspected  the  three 
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springs  that  constitute  this  supply.  A  large  quantity 
of  fine  sand  has  been  distributed  over  the  turf  that  is 
now  immediately  surrounding  these  sources  of  supply, 
and  this  measure,  coupled  with  the  fact  that  the  turf 
is  much  closer,  makes  the  natural  filter  more  efficient. 
That  this  is  so  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  the 
amount  of  Albuminoid  Ammonia  present  in  this 
supply  has  remained  very  minute  and  very  steady 
throughout  the  year,  thus  shewing  that  it  is  not 
subjected  to  surface  influences.  The  wooden  platforms 
that  at  one  time  existed  in  the  reservoirs  have  been 
removed  and  iron  ones  substituted. 

I  found  the  surface  of  Cossington  No.  i  well  turfed, 
the  sand  distributed  on  the  surface  rendering  the  cover¬ 
ing  very  compact.  Cossington  No.  2  was  clean  and  in 
good  order,  the  underwood  which  was  present  having 
been  removed.  Cossington  No.  3  was  also  in  good 
order.  On  all  these  gathering  grounds  the  fences 
were  kept  up  and  in  every  respect  satisfactory.  A 
sample  for  bacterial  examination  was  collected  and 
examined  by  Professor  Sims  Woodhead  who  reports 
it  to  be  from  this  point  of  view  highly  satisfactory. 

This  supply  of  water  has  been  chemically  examined 
36  times  during  the  year,  the  specimens  being 
collected  from  as  near  the  sources  as  possible,  and 
also  from  taps  situated  in  various  parts  of  the  town. 
On  all  occasions  the  water  was  clear  and  sparkling 
and  of  constant  composition. 

The  Boarley  Supply. — The  reservoir  here  and 
the  four  springs  have  from  time  to  time  been 
inspected.  The  grounds  immediately  surrounding  the 
springs  were  clean,  the  fences  were  in  good  order> 
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and  the  gates  and  guard  houses  locked.  As  in  the 
Cossington  supply  platforms  have  been 

substituted  for  -iron. 

This  supply  has  been  chemically  examined  51  times, 
and  has  maintained  its  high  degree  of  organic  purity 
as  well  as  remaining  constant  in  composition  as 
regards  its  inorganic  constituents. 

The  bacterial  examination  by  Professor  Sims  Wood- 
head  shewed  this  supply  to  be  practically  free  from 
any  organisms  whatever,  a  result  which  is  seldom 
met  with  even  in  the  purest  drinking  waters. 

The  water  from  the  deep  well  at  Forstal  has  been 
supplied  to  the  Borough  from  June  to  December. 
This  supply  has  been  chemically  examined  17  times, 
and  has  been  found  to  be  satisfactory.  I  have  inspected 
the  various  covers  to  the  deep  well  and  the  bore 
holes  and  found  them  well  elevated  above  the 
surrounding  surface.  The  covers  were  also  dry  and 
closely  fitting. 

The  mixed  supply  of  Cossington  and  Forstal  was 
submitted  to  chemical  examination  25  times,  and  on 
all  occasions  the  composition  was  found  to  be  in 
agreement  with  the  characteristics  of  the  individual 
supplies. 

The  Ewell  Water. — I  have  inspected  the  Filters 
at  East  Farleigh  and  found  them  working  well,  there 
being  an  excellent  growth  of  vegetation  on  the 
surface  of  the  filter  beds.  During  the  year  iron  caps 
have  been  fitted  over  the  valve  boxes,  and  these  will 
prevent  extraneous  matter  from  gaining  access  to  the 
clear  water  tank.  The  fence  around  the  ground  is  in 
an  excellent  state  of  repair,  and  the  grounds  are  clean 
and  in  good  order. 
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The  reservoir  at  Banning  is  well  protected  by  a 
fence  which  remains  in  good  condition.  The  turf  is 
getting  closer  each  year,  and  is  now  planted  over 
with  shrubs. 

This  supply  has  been  submitted  to  chemical  exam¬ 
ination  once  a  week  during  the  whole  year,  and  on 
all  occasions  the  result  of  the  analysis  has  been 
satisfactory. 

During  the  year  a  new  gas  engine  and  pump  have 
been  erected  which  is  used  when  from  any  reason — 
flooding  or  otherwise — the  large  engine  at  Farleigh  is 
not  available. 

The  detail  of  the  various  Chemical  Analyses,  1 8  r  in 
number,  appears  in  the  Appendix.  I  have  brought 
together  in  a  table  as  below  the  average  results  of 
the  Weekly  Analyses  of  the  year,  and  this  forms  the 
Local  Standard  of  Purity  of  the  water.

Oueen’s  Road  Supply  of  Water.— This  high- 
level  area  has  for  years  past  been  supplied  with 
water  derived  from  private  wells,  the  quality  of  which 


has  been  very  doubtful  as  well  as  being  deficient  in 
quantity. 

A  reservoir  has  been  constructed  on  the  highest 
part  of  this  area,  capable  of  holding  six  thousand  five 
hundred  gallons,  and  this  is  supplied  with  water 
derived  from  Ewell  and  pumped  from  Farleigh,  except 
in  times  of  flood  at  Farleigh  when  it  will  be  supplied 
with  the  mixed  water  derived  from  Cossington  and 
Forstal,  and  will  be  pumped  by  the  engine  recently 
erected  at  Barming,  from  the  reservoir  situated  there. 
During  the  year  78  houses  situated  in  Queen's  Road, 
and  in  immediate  neighbourhood  have  been  connected 
up  with  and  supplied  by  gravitation  from  this  reservoir. 

Water  from  Private  Wells. — The  water  from  a 
well  situated  in  Sling's  Wood  was  found  to  materially 
deviate  from  the  Local  Standard  of  Purity  when 
examined  chemically,  and  moreover  contained  a  large 
amount  of  earthy  debris,  which,  on  examination  even 
by  the  naked  eye  exhibited  various  low  forms  of 
animal  life.  The  well  was  closed,  and  the  Company’s 
water  is  now  supplied  to  these  outlying  cottages.

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Hydrants. — Practically  the  whole  of  the  Borough 
and  District  are  now  supplied  with  the  new  pattern 
hydrants,  298  having  been  fixed  during  the  past  year, 
leaving  but  nine  to  complete  the  installation  for  the 
whole  of  the  Borough. 


METEOROLOGY. 

The  detail  of  meteorological  observations  is  set 
forth  in  the  appendix.  The  mean  reading  of  the 
barometer  for  the  year  is  30*17  inches,  the  highest 
monthly  means  being  for  October,  30*37,  and  the 
lowest  for  December,  29*56.  The  hottest  month  was 
July,  giving  a  mean  of  the  maximum  readings  of  the 
thermometer  in  the  shade  of  75*0,  and  a  mean  of  the 
minimum  readings  of  54*0,  while  the  coldest  month 
was  January,  with  a  mean  of  maximum  readings  of 
39*0,  and  a  mean  of  the  minimum  readings  of  320. 
The  prevailing  winds  were  W.,  there  being  78  days 
on  which  the  wind  was  in  this  quarter.  The  total 
rainfall  for  the  year  was  24*58  inches,  the  heaviest 
amount  falling  in  January,  viz.,  3*83  inches,  while 
during  April  the  amount  registered  was  *94  inches, 
this  being  the  driest  month  of  the  year. 


CONCLUSION. 

This  completes  our  review  of  the  sanitary  condition 
of  the  Borough,  and  of  the  measures  taken  to  combat 
the  various  conditions  that  may  affect  the  health  of 
the  inhabitants,  and  I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  state 
that  the  amount  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  is 
again  as  last  year,  phenomenally  low. 
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In  my  report  of  last  year  I  stated  that  the  very 
small  number  of  notifications  was  due  in  some 
measure  to  the  hygienic  advantage  of  an  exceptionally 
heavy  rainfall  (37*56  inches),  but  in  the  year  under 
review  our  rainfall  is  but  24*58,  and  still  we  have  had 
but  few  notifications,  so  that  we  must  look  to  other 
causes  for  this  improved  state  of  affairs. 

Water  of  the  highest  quality,  both  from  a  chemical 
and  bacteriological  point  of  view  is  now  for  the  first 
time  accessible  to  every  house  in  the  Borough, 
whether  in  the  low-lying  portion  or  in  the  high-level 
area  with  the  exception  of  a  few  outlying  cottages  in 
Willington  Street.  As  far  as  human  foresight  can  go 
the  supply  is  protected  from  contamination  at  every 
point  from  its  source  to  its  distribution,  and  hence  I 
have  the  satisfaction  of  stating  that  during  the  whole 
year  there  has  not  been  one  case  of  disease  that  could 
give  rise  to  even  a  suspicion  that  it  was  in  any  way 
related  to  the  Public  Water  Supply.
